Ivo myself the honor to forward co 
Captain Itiee's Repost of the complete surprise Af tha 
Enemy under the Rebel Feroz Shah near Sypoor on 
the night of the 22nd instant, 

‘The Rebels in flying from Ranode on the 17th 
instant went towards Chandeyree, but hearing of 
British Troops at all the outlets to the Haxtward, 
Brigadier Ainslie having moved out towards Ranode 
from Jhansie, und Colonel Liddell trom Lullutpoor to 

ndeyree, they turned suildenly Westward passing 
South of Hsaughur and Puchasr, and when, near 
Rampoor, between Goonah and Seronge, accidentally 
came upon Licutenat Stack’s Detachment of 40 men 
of the Ist Bombay Lancers, escorting emounts and 
Clothing to Brigadier Smith. ‘The Rebels eaptured tho 
clothing of the Detachment and one trooper, but 
Licutunant Stack brought up the rest of his men and 
skirmishing with the Enemy carried the remainder of 
his charge back to Goonah. 

Tho Rebels then went into the denso jungles of 
Arone, where they were surprised by Captain Rice,

The Regiment having taken post in front of the Great Entrance of Govern- 
tment House, His Excellency he Viceroy and Governor General advanced on the 
Stairs, under a general Salute from the assembled Troops, and attended by— 

The Hon'ble the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 

The Hon’ble the Chief Justice, 

The Hon'ble the Members of the Council of the Governor General, 

Tho Members of the Legislative Council of India, 

The Hon'ble the Puisne Judges of the Supreme Court, 

The Judges of the Sudder Adawlut, 

The Major General Commanding the Presidency, 

The Advocate-General, 

The Venerable the Archdeacon, 

The Civil and Military and Naval Officers at the Presidency, and 

The Personal Staf of the Governor Geaeral, and of the Lieutenant- 
Goternar of Bengal.

Affer receiving the Salute, His Excellency the Viceroy and Governer @eneral 
proceeded to address the Isr Manas Fusrrzers in the following terms :— 


Cotonen Gatwer, Orricens, anp Sonprens or THE Mapras Fousturers. 


I am glad to have the opportunity of thanking you publicly in the name of the 
Government of India, for the great Services which you have rendered to the State. 

More than twenty months have passed since you landed in Calcutta. The time 
has been an oventful one, full of labors and perils, and in these you have largely 
shared. 

Yours was the first British Regiment which took assistance to the Central Pro. 
vinces, and gave safety to the important Posts of Benares and Allahabad. 

You were a part of that brave band which first pushed forward to Cawnpore, 
and forced its way to Lucknow, where_so many precious lives and interests were 
at stake. . 

From that time you have, with littlé intermission, been in the front of Danger. 

You are now returning to your Presidency, your Ranks thinned by War and 
Sickness, but you return covered with honor; carrying with you the high opinion 
of every Commander who has led you in the Field; the respect of your fellow-Soldiers 
in that great English Army in which from the beginning you have maintained a 
foremost place; and the gratitude of the whole Community of your Fellow-country- 
men of every class. 

Further, you fave the satisfaction of knowing that you do not leave behind you 
a single spot of ground, upon which you have sot your feet, where peace and order 
have not been restored. 

‘When you reach Madras tell your Comrades of the Madras Army that the 
name of the 1st Fusrurens will never be forgotten on this side of India, 

Tell them that the recollection of all that is due to your Courage, Constancy, and 
Forwardness will nover be officed from tho mind of the Government under whose 
orders you have served. 

Tell them, especially, that the memory of your late distinguished Leader is 
cherished and honored by every Englishman amongst us; and that though many 
heroie spirits have passed away since the day when he fell in front of you in the 
strects of Lucknow, not one has left a nobler reputation than General Neill. 

I now bid you Farewell, Fusttrers, and I wish you a speedy and prosperous voyage 
to your own Presidency. You are indeed an honor to it. 

At the close of the Address, the lsr Mavras Fusrizrs marched away amid 
the Cheers of a very large Concourse of Spectators, to embark on board their Ships.

Tis Exeelleney the Governor General of India in Council is pleased to notify for general informa- 
tion the Financial measures which huve been resolved upon, in order to provide means for carrying on 
the Public Service in the coming Year 1859-6, 

On the 16th of January 1857, a Five-per-Cent Loan was opened, in anpersession of the Pour-and- 
pe®Cent Loan opened on the 30th of August 1856, which had’ been found, in the then state of 
he Money Market, not to afford sufficient inducement to Capitalists, On the 30th of April 1857, tho 
Financial position of the Government of India execllent. The Annual deficit which hud been 
experienced for several years, and which in 1853-54 hud amounted to Rupees 211 Lacs, chiefly in 
consequence of the great extension in late years of Public Works, was reduced for the Year 1836-57 to 
the small sum of Bupees 18 Lacs, and this Financial restoration had been accomplished without the. 
stoppage of those preat works of material improvement of which India is so much in need. But as tho 
Government had raised but a small amount in the way of Loan, after the closing of the Five-per-Cent 
Public Works’ Loan in October 1855, the Cash Balances in India had fallen so low that the opening 
of'un effectively drawing Loan had bevome indispensable. 

In May 1857 the Revolt of the Bengal Native Army broke out, and it became necessary by 
adequate measures both im India and at Home, to provide the means of making those extraordinary 
exertions by which, under the blessing of Providence, the Indian Empire has been saved, and 
tranquillity has been restored. ; 

. The Government at Home undertook all the charges which had to be met at Home, both the 
ordinary Home charges of each year, and the extraordinary Home charges which the despatch to India 
ofa large English Force, and the provision of an immense supply of the Munitions of War, (a vast 
Gentity of which had been lost or destroyed,) rondered necessary : and it assisted the Indian 
exchequer, at the moment of greatest pressure, by the remittance of a Million Sterling in Bullion. 
These objects were met by the issue at Home of temporary debentures to thg amount of Hight Millions 
Sterling. ‘The Government of India had the task of providing for the maifSpart of the extruordinary 
War charges, which of course had to be disbursed in India ; and for the Barrgck Accommodation of 
™any thousand additional Europeans; as also for the restoration of the Treasure which had been 
plundered ; and this it had to do, when neurly all the Revenues of one of the Local Governments had 

een swept away, 

The Five-psr-Cent Loan, which would have been adequate for ordinary wants and in or 
Tary times, was found to be inadequate at this time of extreme pressure. Accordingly it _w 
ecessury to induce Capitalists to come to the assistance of the State, by an enhancement of the 
lems; and the Governor General in Council resolved to borrow at Six-per-Cent.

“He was sivare that this could not be dene without in some degree affecting injuriously those 
Holders of the Paper of former Loans, who had not purchased for purposes of permanent investment ; 
bu this is the condition of all such Holders of Government. Stock in all Countries, whenever a great 
exigency forces upon the State the necessity of raising a large sum ina limited time, The ernor 
Goneral in Council, however, was desirous to save such Holders from loss, as far as that could be done 
consistently with the paramount ohject in view. Therefore, instead of simply opening a Six-per-Cent 
Loan, which would have brought down the price of Four and Five per Cent Paper to a low point, he 
threw open the existing Five-per-Cent Loan to subscriptions half in Cash, and half in Four-per-Cont, 
Paper. ‘This arrangement for many months answered the purposp, the market price of the Paper of 
former Loans was but little affected by the operation ; and the expectations of Government were 
fully met by large and regular subseriptions through the medinm of the then existing Holders of 
Four-per-Cent, Stovk, or thoke who purchased of them for the express purpose of subscribing to the 
Loan, From the opening of this‘comversion Loan to the present timc npwurds of Kight Crotes have 
been paid in in Cash. ‘ ‘ : - a * 

Tatterly, however, whether from the partial exhaustion of sah Holders of Four-per-Cent Paper as 
are able and willing to eonvert it, or to sell it at strch a price as will induce the Capitalist to bay it for 
the purpose of conversion, or from some other cause, this conversion process has failed to afford the 
income which in the present temporary exigency is necessary for the Public Service. For many 
weeks past. the subscriptions to the conversion Loan have fallen to less than half what they were; and 
they have shewn no prospect of ianprovement. 

In this state of things, the Government of Tndia, having the Publie Service to provide for, had 
no choice but to adopt sorhe change of measure by whieh it could hope to obtain the requisite funds 
Defore the Cash Balances should become exhausted. ‘The Governor General in Council did not doubt 
that the rate of Six-per-Cent, which Government were paying, wus ample Interest to induce 
the Capitalist to gubseribe, But it was apparent that fromt some cause or other, thé requisite funds, even 
at that rate, could uo longer be procured exclusively through the medium of Holders of Four-per-Cent 
Stock. There was therefore nothing to be done but to look for subscriptions either through the 
medium of some other class, or from Cupitalists generally. : 

In this state of things the Governor General in Couneil resolved, on the 26th of January last, to 
adopt a now arrangement in respect to the open Loan, from the commencement: of the uPpr chit 
Financial yoar, Aevordingly he gave notice of the closing on the 30th of April next of the Four-por- 
Cent conversion arrangement. By this warnihy all remaining Holders of that Stock for whose Lenefit 
it may Te to take advantage of that wrangement will still have {ull opportunity of so doing, Up to 
the end of the Current Commercial Year, Holders of Four-per-Cent Paper will still have it in thei 
power, on subseribing to the open Loan, to obtain Six-per-Cent for the Cash subserilied. 

Tn order to throw open the door, in some munner, to the general Capitalist, Treasury Bills, 
Dearing a somewhat lower rate of Tuterest, were issued; and the Governor General in Council, looking 
to the v inary expenditure which must «till remain to be incurred in the coming year, 

nade applieat izht Hon'ble th elary of State for India for assistance in the way of 
Bullion Iten ws ftom Home, torthe extent 6f Three Millions Sterling. 

It had been the wish of the Governor General in Couneil to await the answer of the Secretary of 
State which may be expected by the Ist of Muy ; as ulso to allow time to show practically what may be 
expected us the result. of the above-mentioned measures, before determining upon the course to be adopted 

vy fur the service of the coming’ year. But the Inte fluctuations in the Stock Market, 
though the manifest result of an unfounded and happily short-lived panic, und the representations 
of the Mercantile vho ave of opinion that in the present state of the Market uncertainty 
as to the future Financial operations of Government, would be a great evil, have induced His @xcellency 
int Couneil to anticipate the determination of this question, and to announce at once the arrangement 
which it is his intention to make in India for the service of the Year 1859-60. 

Reductions in the present enormous War Charges will be made as early and to as great an extent 
as may be safe. Meusutes will be taken for the permanent increase of the Indian Revenues as largely 
is itt ie consistent with sound policy, But the full benefit of these operations will not be felt in 

359-60, 

The Governor Genoral in Connell hereby announces that the amount of money for which he 
will look to the Indian Market, to be raised by Loan in order to provide for the service of 1859-60, 
is Five Crores of Rupees. When this umount shall have been realized, the Loan of 1859-00 will be 
etosed, and no further Loan will be opened in India during that year. 


In pursuance of the principle adopted on the 20th of Jul: 1857, the Loan to be opened on 4 
let May next will he a Fivecandca-Hlalfsper-Cont Loan, to which subscriptions will rene

On the 16th of January 1857, a Fivesper-Cent Loan was opened, in superscssion of the Four-and. 

f. Sent Lown opened on the 30th of August 1556, which had been found, in the, then state of 
Market, not to uilord suflicient inducement to Capitalists. On the 30th of April 1857, the 
Financial position of the Government of India was excellent, ‘The Annual deficit which had ‘bun 
experienced for geyeral'years, and which in 1953-54 had amounted to Rupees 211 Lacs, chiefly in 
eonsequence of the great extension in late years of Public Works, was reduced for the Year 1856.57 to 
the small snm of Rupees 18 Laces, and this Financial restoration had been accomplished without. the 
stoppage of those great works of material improvement of which India is #o much in need. But as the 
Government had raised Init a small amount in the way of Loan, after the closing of the Five-per-Cent 
Public Works’ Loan in October 1855, the Cash Balances in India had fallen so low that the opening 
of an effectively drawing Loan had become indispensable. 


In May 1857 the Revolt of the Bengal Native Army broke out, and it beeame necessary by 
adequate measures both in India and at Home, to provide the means of making those extraordinary 
exertions by which, under the blessing of Providence, the Indian Empire has been saved, and 
tranquillity’ has heen restored. 

‘The Government at Home undertook all the charges which had to be met at Home, both the 
ordinary Home charges of each year, and the extraordinary Home eharges which the despatch to India 
ofa large English Force, and the provision of an immense supply of the Munitions of War, (a vast 
quantity of which had been lost or destroyed,) rendered necessary: and it assisted the Indian 
Exchequer, at the moment of greatest pressure, by the remittance of a Million Sterling in Bullion, 
'Phese objects were met by the issue at Home of temporary debentures to the amount of Eight Millions 
Sterling. The Government of India had the task of providing for the main part of the extruordinary 
War charges, which of course had to be disbursed in India ; and for the Barrack Accommodation uf 
many thousand additional Europeaus ; as also for the restoration of the Trenaure which had been 
plundered ; and this it had to do, when nearly all the Revenues of one of the Local Governments had 

een swept away. 

The Five-par-Cent Loan, which would have heen adequate for ordinary wants and in ordie 
nary times, was found to le inudeguate at this time of extreme pressure, Accordingly it wae 
necessary to induce Capitalists to come to the assistance of the State, by an enhancement of the 
terms; and the Governor General in Council resolved to borrow at Six-per-Cent. 

He was aware thut this could not he done without in some degree affecting injuriously those 
Holders of the Paper of former Loans, who had not purchased for purposes of permanent. investment: 
but this is the condition of all such Tolders of Government Stock in all Conntrics, whenever a great 
exigency forces upon the State the necessity of raising a large wum in a limited time. The Governor 
General in Council, however, was desirous to save such Holders from loss, us far as that could be done 
consistently with the paramount object in view. Therefore, insteud of simply opening a Six-per-Cent 
Lion, which would have brought down the price of Four and Five per Cent Paper to a low point, he 
threw open the existing per-Cent Loan to subscriptions half in Cash, and half in Four-per-Cent 
Paper. ‘This arrangement many months answered the purpose, the market price of the Peper of 
former Loans was but little affected hy the operation ; and the expvetations of Government were 
fully met Ly large and regular subseriptions through the medium of the then existing Holders of 
Four-per-Cent Stock, or those who purchased of them for the express purpose of subscribing to the 
Loan. From the opening of this conversion Loan to the present time upwards of Eight Crores have 
been paid in in Cush, 

Lutterly, however, whether from the partial exhaustion of such Holders of Four-per-Cent Paper 
are able and willing to convert it, or to sell it, ut, such a price as will induce the Capitalist to buy it for 
the purpose of conversion, or from some other cause, this conversion process has failed to afford tho 
income which in the present temporary exigency is necessary for the Public Service. For many 
weeks past the subscriptions to the conversion Loun have fallen'to less than half what they were; and 
they have sluewn no prospect of improvement. 

In this state of things, the Government of India, having the Public Servieo to provide for, had 
no choice but to adopt some change of measure by which it could hope to obtain the requisite funds 
before the Cash Bulunevs should become exhausted. ‘The Governor General in Council did not doubt 
that the rate of r-Cent, which Government were paying, was ample Interest to induce 
the Capitalist to subscribe. But it was apparent that from some cause or other, the requisite funds, even 
at that rate, could no longer be procured exclusively through the medium of Holders of Four-per-Cent 
Stock. There was therefore nothing to be done but to look for subscriptions either through the 
medium of some other class, or from Capitalists generally, 

In this state of things the Governor General in Council resolved, on the 26th of January inst, to 
adopt a new arrangement in respect to the open Loan, from the commf@acementof the ng 
Financial year, Accordingly he gave notice of the closing on the 80th of April next of the aM 
Cent conversion arrangement.
